Torrance's hopes of a share 
in the Pioneer League varsitj 
football championship were 
washed down the drain Fri­ 
day night by Aviation's ramb­ 
ling Falcons, who stopped the 
Tartars cold, 6-0 at Torrance.

An "impotent offense" which 
sorely misses ace halfback Joe 
Montgomery failed to hit the 
scoreboard for the first time 
this season as Aviation won 
its third straight league game.

Torrance is 2-2.
Aviation played conservative 

football for more than three 
quarters, until Halfback Den­ 
nis Hearn ripped off a 30 yard 
touchdown run for the lone 
touchdown of the game with 
three minutes to play.

Three consecutive penalties 
set up the score. Prior to the 
TD gallop, Aviation had not 
penetrated past the Tartars' 
20 yard line, and the Falcons 
punted every fourth down sit­ 
uation.

Torrance marched to Avia­ 
tion's 12 yard line earlier in 
the game but on a third and 
10 situation; Quarterback Tay- 
lort pass was deflected and in­ 
tercepted.

And that was that until
Hearn went the distance off
tackle. '

Aviation stuck to the ground, 
not risking an interception.

Falcon quarterback Pat Cro- 
zicr completed only two of 
about five passes thrown.

Torrance's pass-master How­ 
ard Taylor had only five com­ 
pletions in 8 attempts.

Fumbles-and penalties con­ 
tributed to Torrance's down­ 
fall, Halfback Pete Mitchell 
hobbled and lost the ball three 
times. Mitchell, a senior, was 
playing in his first game of the 
season since an early injury.

The Tartars meet unbeaten 
El Segundo next week.

CIF Council to Decide 
Bay League-Samohi Issue

It's strictly my opinion, but Santa Monica High will not be in the Bay League 
when the 1960 football season rolls around.

The way the* cards are stacked, Samohi has about as much a chance of remaining 
in the league as I have of winning the heavyweight boxing championship.

For the second straight year the California Interscholastic Federation's re-leaguing 
committee has recommended | —————————————•——————————————————————
to the CIF executive council 
to drop Samohi from the lea­ 
gue. So far our reports indi­ 
cate that the proposal will be

carried out. 
The releaguing committee,

headed by Mr. Ray Charlson of 
Culver City High, has also rec­ 
ommended that South Tor­ 
rance High be transferred into 
the Bay League as a replace­ 
ment. The proposal has already 
been approved.

Meet Nov. 21
On Saturday, Nov. 21, the 

council will meet at the Helms 
Athletic Foundation to vote on 
the Santu Monica proposal. A 
simple majority vote of the 4p 
representatives — one from 
each league in the CIF — will 
decide the issue.

Of course, Santa Monica is 
against moving out of the lea­ 
gue of which it has been a 
member since 1915, except for 
one year (1955) when it free­ 
lanced in athletics.

Officials at Samohi definite­ 
ly want to be in a league in 
1960, if not in the Bay League, 
then the Foothill Laegue — 
which doesn't want any part of 
the Vikings' perennially poweV- 
ful football teams.

It may be recalled that last 
year tho council voted a con­ 
troversial proposal that Samohi 
be taken out of the Bay League 
and forced into a froolancn, 
classification — despite the 
threat of u boycott and possi­ 
ble .secession from the C1K by 
I'crlaiu member schools of the 
league.

Surprised
Kon Kagans, CIF commis­ 

sioner of athletics, expressed 
his surprise when the council

allowed Samohi to compete in 
the Bay League for 1959-60. 
"I thought sure that Santa 
Monica was to be in a free­ 
lance classification for this 
year," he told the HERALD 
Friday.

Fagatis also 
opinion that

expressed, his 
Santa Monica

would not be in the league for 
next year. "But that's up to 
the council," he said.

It is understandable why 
certain schools and leagues do 
not desire to compete with 
Samohi in athletics. The Vik­ 
ings have won eight varsity 
football championships in the 
last 12 years, and there's no 
sign of a fctup.

But, the officalg backing the 
ousting of Santa Monica do 
not make this the crux of their 
movement. •

They insist that Santa Mon­ 
ica's school system and size is 
the basic cause, and contend 
that it is impossible to com­ 
pete with them on an equal 
basis.

2850 Enrollment
Santa Monica, with only 

sophomores, juniors, and sen­ 
iors, has an enrollment num­ 
bering 2850. Other four-year 
schools in the league have en­ 
rollments considerably smaller. 
North Torrance (1900), Redon­ 
do (2150), and Mira Costa 
(2000) sport tlie average enroll­ 
ment figure lor the league, 
which includes Moniingside. 
Inglewood, Lcimiigcr, a n il 
Hawthorne.

South High, the replacement 
when—and if—Santa Monica 
goes out, has an enrollment of 
11150 and will grow bigger each

year.
Nevertheless — the schools 

are tired of losing by big 
scores.

Just or unjust, fair or un­ 
fair, regardless—Santa Monica 
is a "problem", if only psycho­ 
logically.

High Penalty
I don't advocate the school's 

expulsion because it is a high 
penalty to pay for success.

Santa Monica has virtually 
"made" the Bay League. It has 
given the league "class," color, 
tradition and spirit. Take these 
away anil what have you got?

And is isn't much of an ex­ 
ample for high school students 
to watch their administrators 
argue over "principles" as an 
excuse for a boycott or a seces­ 
sion movement from the CIF 
when by democratic processes 
the council decides the issue, 

. Whatever tho decision Nov. 
21, all sides, meaning the Bay 
league, Santa Monica, and pos­ 
sibly t h e Foothill League 
should abide by the decision, 
which was democratically ar­ 
rived at.
